LONDON, August 5.—Trevelyan’s reception 
last night in the Commons was a scene unsur- 
passed for enthusiasm, especially when room 
was made for him next to Gladstone.

The Fugitive in Hiding—Argument in the 
Boodlers’ Trial. 


ST. CATHERINES, Ontario, August 5.—The 
correspondent who interviewed him yester- 
day has again seen MoGarigle and delivered 
him the telegrams received to his address. 
He is very hopeful on account of the refusal 
of the Ontario authorities to entertain the 
Baxter warrant, and seemsto think that at- 
tempted prosecutions will soon be abandoned. 
There are 80 many reports going 
over the wires as to McGarigle’s 
present whereabouts that it is as well 
to state directly and unconditionally that 
McGarigle isin St. Catharines, and was seen 
and interviewed by the correspondent’ at 12:30 
o’clock this morning. When told that the 
city was full of detectives hunting for him, he 
said: ‘‘Ihope they enjoy the search. I am 
beginning to think it a little funny myself that 
only newspaper reporters can find me.

CHANGING HIS HIDING-PLACE. 

He is changing his hiding- place se often that 
it is almost impossible to keep track of him.

MAXWELL IN LUCK. 


THE LITTLE CHLOROFORMER GIVEN A RES 
PITE BY JUSTICE MILLER. 


A Writ of Error, Which Operates as a Super- 
sedeas, Granted on F. W. Fauntleroy’s 
Application—Effect of the Justice’s Abo- 
tion— What Lawyers tay About the Writ 
and Its Consequences — C. p. Johnson 
Saysthe Execution Is Only Delayed—A 
Divergence of Opinion—Maxwell Cheer- 
ful Over the Turn in the Tide. 


Yesterday afternoon, after the latest edition 
of the PosT-DispaTcH had gone to press, a 
telegram was received from a correspondent 
at Block Island, R. I., containing the 
information that Fe w. Fauntle- 
roy, of counsel for Hugh Mottram 
Brooks, alias Maxwell, had, obtained 
from Justice Miller a writ of error. An extra 
was immediately put upon the streets contain- 
ing the first news of this action received in 
the city. John I. Martin, Mr. Fauntleroy’s as- 
sociate counsel, did not receive a telegram 
from the latter gentleman announcing the 
ganting ofthe writ until after the Post- Dis- 
PATCH extra was onthe street. The infor- 
mation was soon conveyed to Brooks, 
alias Maxwell, and as it postponed 
the day of his execution indefinitely, it it did 
not mark a turn of fortune in his favor, he was 
much gratified. Mr. Fauntleroy went East the 
first of the week. He arrived at Block Island 
Tuesday evening and Wednesday morning 
called upon Justice Miller, with whom he had 
an informal talk, and presented his brief. 
He had borrowed the record filed in the State 
Supreme Court forthe purpose of presenting 
the case. The Justice said he would 
see Mr. Fauntleroy again on Thursday after- 
noon. The attorney called at the appointed 
hour and the Justice toid him he 
had decided to issue the writ. The Jus- 
tice previously had examined the attorney 
rigorously as to the points raised, and did not 
himself examine the recerd. Mr. Faunt- 
leroy expressed himself to the Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent yesterday morn- 
ing as having little or no hope that 
the writ would be granted. Last evening Mr. 
Fauntleroy left Block Island for Washington, 
where the Clerk of the Supreme Court will 
issue the writ as Justice Miller directs. 
The record will be transmitted from 
the State Supreme Court, on receipt of the 
writ and the preparation ot the record, which 
involves a great amount of labor. The United 
States Supreme Court will hear argument 
in October and render decision as 
soon thereafter as it sees fit. The granting of 
the writis held to mean that Justice Miller 
thinks there has been a violation of the 
Federal Constitution in the conduct of Brooks’ 
trial. If on a more thorough examination 
the Court is convinced there has been no such 
violation, the effect of the writ would 
cease and the chloroformer would hang. 
Pending the lrearing of the argument and the 
decision the writ acts as a supersedeas. 


It WIII de transmitted to the Clerk 


of the State Supreme Court and 
by him the Sheriff will be informed that the 
mandate of the Supreme Court, directing him 
to hang Brooks, alias Maxwell, on August 26, 
is superseded.

tice Miller of late years has been very liberal 
that way, and it is understood that he 
will grant a writ of error every 
time he is asked to do so. A writ 
of error is a matter of — which can be sued 
out by any person, and which the Judge is 
bound to grant it he thinks there is a con- 
stitutional int involved. It depends very 
much on the way a Justice is approavhed 
I think, whether he will grant the writ or not. 
If he feels bad he is likely to refuse. I 
doubt very much if Justice Miller ex- 
amined the record. It is fearfully 
bulky. He took Mr. Fauntleroy’s represen- 
tations, very zealously made, as to the facts 
the record would show. When it comes toa 
hearing before the full bench you will see 
that the decision of the lower courts will be 
affirmed and Maxwell be hanged. The record 
does not show a violation of the Constitution.

ent should have had a preliminary examina- 


tion and that he did not have a public trial. 
The record shows no flaw in the arrest, or lack 
of publicity in the trial.“ 
J. C. M’GINNIS 
said: ‘‘To obtain a writ of error from the 
United States Supreme Court the Judge to 
whom the application is made must first of 
all be convinced that a Federal ques- 
tion is involved. But the existence of 
a Federal question is not enough. 
The records of the court must show that the 
proceedings in the case were irregular, and 
that to such an extent as to justify the in- 
terference or the superior court. 
This state of facts can only be 
shown by the production of the 
records in the case before the justice, and it 
isridicuious to talk about the question of 
bumanitv entering into the coasiderations of 
the Judge who grants it. The issuance ofa 
writ of error is based upon the errors in the 
records, and where that is straight, will 
not be granted. 
„What errors will the reviewing court con- 
sider?’’ asked the reporter. 
„„As I said before, it is necessary that a Fed- 
erai question be involved in ordes-to give the 
United States Supreme Court  juris- 
diction, but after having once taken 
up the case it will pass upon any error ap- 
earing in the records, whether it springs 
— a constitutional right, Federal principle 
or from a State law. In reviewing the Maxwell 
case the United States Supreme Court will 
take cognizance of any error in the records, 
from the trial court up, independent ofthe 
question of whether it was com- 
mitted with reference to a  Fea- 
eral principle or not. You may 
say this for me: To get a case before the 
United States Supreme Court upon a writ 
error a Federal question must be involved 
and errors must have been committed to such 
an extent as to justify its interference, but 
when the case does reach the Supreme Court 
that body will pass upon all errors, from 
whatever source they arise.’’ 
O. C. SIMMONS 
said in substance as follows: 
„ou must understand that the record in 
the Maxwell case, or at least that portion of 
it upon which the defense rely to sup 
their application for a writ of error, has al- 
ready been submitted to and reviewed by 
Justice Miller. The transcript which was 
submitted to him must in itself show a prima 
facie case of the violation of some 8 
of Federal law, or of some Federal right, 
guaranteed to tne defendant by the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. The fact that one of 
the Justices of the United States Supreme 
Court bas isaued a writ of error in this case 
has no significance beyond the inference that 
Fouestion is involved. Whether there 
is or not, is a question to be determined by the 
Supreme Court, sitting as such, 
not by any individual judge.

Attorney Fauntleroy’s Supposed Points—The 
Extension of Life Given Maxwell. 
What the pointison which Mr. Fauntleroy 
secured the writ of error is not known to any- 
body here. Sometime ago he had absolutely 


no hope of being able to secure 
the writ, but he afterward made 
some discoveries which gave him 


some encouragement, and he left here more 
hopeful than he had been at any time 
since the State Supreme Court had re- 
fused him a rehearing of the case. 
He had his argument prepared some 
days befpre he left here, but would not 


disclose his points toanybody. When be re- 
turns, and he is expected here Sunday, he will 

robably disclose what point was thought by 
Sustive Miller to be strong enough to warrant 
him in issuing a writ of error. Even John 
I. Martin, Mr. Fauntleroy’s partner, has 
no idea what the point is. eforethe case is 
argued in the United States Supreme Court the 
appellant is required to serve the opposite 
side with copies of their brief, stating their 
position in the matter. 

STATE 'S-ATTORNEY-GENERAL BOONE 

will represent the State when the matter 
comes up for r in the United States 
Supreme Court, but the force of the Circuit- 
Attorney’s office here willlend him all the as- 
sistance in their power in the matter. 

The court meets in October, itis said, and 
Attorney-General Boone will proba- 
bly go before the court and 
endeavor to have it advanced on the 
docket. John I. Martin, one of the attorneys 
for Maxwell, also says that they are anxious to 
have it advanced on the docket, but the 
chances are that before the time comes they 
will change their mind and fight the advance- 
ment of the case and insist on its taking its 
recular course on the docket. Precedence 18 
generally given murder cases on the docket of 
the court, but it is questionable whether much 
of an advancement can be secured in this case. 
The Jack Hayes case was advanced on the 
docket because the point involved 
there affected the legality of everv 
murder case and numerous other 
criminal cases tried here. It was in regard to 
the number of jury challenges the State was 
entitled to. Therefore, there was a special 
reason why this’case should be advanced, but 
in the Max- 


there is no such emergency 
well case, and if the attorneys for 
the defense fight its advancement it will 


probably have to take its turn. In this event 
no decision in it will be reached for two or 
three years, while even if advanced, six months 
would be the earliest date at which a decision 
could be expected. It is more than likely that 
the stay means a further lease of life for Max- 
well of at least two years. 
A SUPPOSED POINT. 

A gentleman well versed in criminal law 
remarked that he thought the point on which 
the writ of error was xranted was that Max- 
well had not been given equal protection 
under the law with other people, which 
is ee ag to the Fourteenth Amendment, 
by which itis provided thatno person shall 
be deprived of life or liberty without due 
process of law and that all shall have equal 
protection under the law. There is a statute in 
this State compelling the Court to instruct the 
jury on all points of law that arise in a case 
and the State Supreme Court have always 
held so, but reversed their other rulings 
on this point in the Maxwell case. 
It was claimed that the Judge failed to instruct 
the jury thatthe testimony of Dingfelder re- 
quired corroborating circumstances to entitle 
it to any credence, and that in so doing he 
erred. The Supreme Court held it was not 
necessary for himto give such instructions, 
and itisclaimed that in so ruling they have 
denied him an equal protection of the law with 
others, they having heid in other similar cases 
that it was necessary. 

ASSISTANT-CIRCUIT-ATTORNEY M’DONALD 
says there is absolutely nothing in that point, 
and that it cannot possibly be twisted into 
a Federal question. Judge Sherwood, in his 
dissenting opinion, claimed such instructions 
should be given because Dingfelder occupied 
a position similar to a co-defendant who 
turns State’s evidence. This was merely 
the opinion of the Judge of Dingfelder’s 
position in the case and he admitted that there 
was no decision in — A oy of his position. 
There is a statute requiring the Court to give 
such instructions in regard to the testimony of 
a co-defendant who turns State's evi- 
dence, but there is no 
requiring such instructions in 
case of aman who extorts a confession as did 
Dingfeider. Mr. McDonald says the only 
two questions in the case tH®at can pos- 
sibly be made constitutional points are in 
regard to the publie tri and Max- 
well having been extradited on an Information 
and trialon an indictment. There might be 
some point in the latter question were it not 
for the fact that the indictment alleges exactly

ment. In the Kring case Justice Miller refused 
to hear the State when Circuit-Attorney Harris 
wanted to endeavor to convince him that 
thore was no constitutional point involved.

ring case, but Judge Miller woyld not hear 
Mr. Harris, because he held that ere was a

Judge Miller did not examine the brief in the 
Hayes case when he granted a writ of error. 

Ot course,’’ continued Mr. McDonald, it 
is supposed that no writ of error will be 
granted unless there isa prima facia case and 
1 . that 338 conflicted with the Con- 
stitution 0 the United States. All the 
Judges of the United States Supreme Court 
except Miller act on this theory, but he grants 
awrit whether there is a point in the case or 
not. I don’t think there is the slightest 
chance for a reversal, and donot think Mr. 
Fauntleroy has any hope. 

JOHN I. MARTIN,

MERCHANTS WHO WILL NOT PROFIT BY 
THE ILLUMINATION. 


„ 

Those Who Have Shifted the Burden of Ex- 
pense to Their Neighbers Will Be Cut Out 
of the Line of Light—Breaks in the Illu- 
mination—Some Stores That Have Not 
Contributed to the Fund—The Cleveland 
Arch an Assured Thing. 


For sometime past workmen have been busy 
putting in place the fixtures for the illumina- 
tion of the streets. Citizens who have 
contributed to the illumination fund and 
citizens who have not, have watched the 
work with equal interest. As it progressed it 
was noticed that there were occasional 
breaks in the line of pipe extending along the 
sidewalk on Fourth street and Broadway. At 
first these hiatuses were credited to some im- 
fection in the fixtures which rendered 
it necessary to perform certain 
repairs. Several days have gone by, however, 
and no effort has been made to fill up the 
blank spaces. It now appears that there 
is no intention to ll up those places— 
that in all probability they will 
remain blank all through the fall festivities. 
At the last meeting of the Illumination Com- 
mittee the failure ofcertain houses to con- 
tribute what was expected of them to the fund 
was seriously considered. The illumination 
this year came nearer falling through than 
it ever has before; not that any less energy 
was put into the preliminary work, but 
because a great many business houses 
cut down their subscriptions to 
ridiculous figures and because many refused 
to contribute at all. A large proportion of the 
regular contributors at one and the same 
time arrived at the same conclusion—that their 
individual contributions would not be 
missed from the general fund. The result 


was the shrinkage of the fund to an alarming 
extent? There was some feclingin the com- 


mittee about the attitude of some of these 
house who were wiping to see other 
and o receive the 


eople contribute 
Penefits of the illumination without subscrib- 
ing to the fund. Heretofore the non-contrib- 
utors have been ignored because there was 

lenty of money and they were not missed. 
Row that the number ot persons 
READY TO SHIFT THEIR BURDEN 
to their neighbors’ shoulders has increased, 
it was thought some decisive action was nec- 
essary. — it was determined 
to shut off as far as possible from 
the benefits of the illumination, all 
who may not contribute tothe fund. There 
will be no illumination before the buildings 
whose occupants have not contributed to the 
fund. The line of gas jets will end on either side 
at their property lines. This will make some 
few breaks in the line of gas jets, but they will 
not affect the beauty of the spectacle. here 
are always breaks at the cross streets, and a 
few breaks in the centers of block will not 
make much difference. 

Among the offices which have not contrib- 
uted are a railroad office on Fourth street and 
a clothing house on Broadway. The Illumina- 
tion Committee had the same experience with 
this clothing-house that the Grand Army Com- 
mitteehad. The Grand Army solicitors ap- 
lied for a contribution to the entertainment 
und three months ago. The manager was 
then out of town. 6 was outthe next time 
the collectors called. It would be of no use 
to leave a letter for him as he was ‘‘a peculiar 
man.’’ Grand Army committees and collect- 
ors. have tried for three months to find that 
fugitive ‘‘manager,’’ but he is always out. 

THE CLEVELAND ARCH. 

The contributions for the Cleveland arch 

have been pouring in steadily in the last two 


weeks. Secre Moftitt on his re- 
turn from Washington found an accumula- 
tion of them on his desk. A large 


number were received at the PostT-DISPATCH 
office. Not quite the amount necessary for the 
construction ofthe arch has been received, 
but the fund is so near the requisite amount 
that it will justify the com mit- 
tee in going ahead with the work. 
Accordingly the design for the arch will be 
prepared the POsT- DISPATCH artist and pre- 
sented to the Illumination Committee. When 
approved the work will be put under way 
and the arch will be read in a tew 
weeks.

FRIDAY’S FIRES. 


Two Hotels Burned—Woclen Mills De- 


stroyed—Prairie Fires. 


DUNKIRK, N. T., August 5.—At 11 o’clock 
last night fire was discovered in the western 
part of the St. James Hotel, and although the 
full fire department was promptly on the 


scene, the flames spread through the building 
in every direction and connected with the 
Eastern hotel, adjoining. In a very few 
minutes both were in flames and at 12:30 
o’clock the floors fell in. The flames then 
spread to the buildings in the rear, but were 
soon extinguished. The hotels are a total 
wreck. The total loss on the two hotels 
will probably reach $75,000; the insurance on 
the Eastern Hotel is small, while the St. James 
has no insurance. The fire is thought to have 
been the work of an incendiary.

Some of the Monsters Built for the Ships 
and Forts of Foreign Powers, 


From the New York Sun. 

The havoc made in the Atlanta’s fixtures 
by the inadequacy of her gun Carriagestg 
hold and control her pivot guns, calls ut.

There are also some guns 
under construction which are eXpected to 
accomplish great results on somewhat new 
theories, asin the case of the one manu-

trian Doctor, Appointed by Gordon to Be 
Governor-General of Egypt’s Equatorial 
Provinces—Traces of the Route Taken by 
the Expedition Up the Congo. 
HAT is Stanley doing 
on the Congo? Who is 
Emin Bey, whom the 
Anglo-American ex- 
plorer is to rescue with 
his expedition? Stan- 
ley himself may de 
dead, as rumor says 
he is, or he may not. 
In any case the story 
76 of Emin Rey is an in- 
teresting one. Before 
the Mahdi led forth 
his hosts, Egypt, wit? 
England, possessed all 
the lands bordering 
on the Nile as far as 
the great gequatorial 
African lakes. After 
the defeat of Hicks 
Pasha, and then after Gordon’s death, Khar- 
toum fell into the hands of the Mahdi’s follow- 
ers. Soudan was lost, and it was 
at first believed that all the land 
between Wadi-Halfa—the last point occupied 
by the Egyptians and English on the Nile—and 
the great lakes had been occupied by the fan- 
atics. This proved, however, not to be the 
case, and the red fag with the half moon still 
fioated over the fruitful country between the 
lakes and the fifth degree of northern latitude. 
The province was held during all the time 
when the Mahdi was defending himself against 
the English to the north by the Egyptian Gov- 
ernor, Emin Bey, and a few thousand negro 
troops. With his small, devoted band Emin 
Bey has held out ever since. 

Emin Bey lis described as being au ex- 
traordinary man. He is an Austrian by birth. 
His real name is Schnitzer, and he was born 
in the year 1840 at Oppeln. He studied medi- 
eine at Breslau, Berlin and Koenigsberg,and in 
1868 became a military surgeon in the Turkish 
army. It wassaid at the time thathe em- 
braced Mahometanism, but on this point 
nothing definite is known. He was then sent 
to Egypt, where he was appointed by Gordon 
as Surgeon-General of his army. In 1878 he 
was raised to the post of Governor-General of 
the Equatorial Provinces, with the title of 
„Bey. When, in the same year, Dr. Schnitzer 
reached the provinces over which he was to 
rule he found them in a terrible condition, but 
he sat to work earnestly, and in the space of 
three years he had swept the slave-traders out 
of his enormous tract of land, with its six 
million inhabitants. The provinces, which 
had been governed up to 1878 at an annual ex- 


pense of $200,000, were able to send, in 1882, 
a surplus of $40,000 annually to the Cairo Gov- 


ernment after paying all expenses and 
the cost of large ublic works. The

1,500 soldiers, ten Egyptian and fifteen negro 
officers and twenty Coptic officials. He hoped 
at the time that his ammunition would 
last until the end of 1886, and to be able to 
maintain himself longer if the wild tribes did 
not attack him.

Had he consented to leave the women and 
children to their fate and the natives to the 
slave traders, he could have cut his way with 
the pick of his men through to the Congo. 
But he never seems to have dreamed for a 
moment of deserting his post. Now, how- 
ever, and for some time past it has been 
Impossible for him to escape, and the 
King of Uganda has prevented his passage 
by the only way of retreat open to him. 
In his July letters, the famous Austrian,

British Government for assistance, said that if 
a relief force could be sent to him it would

Ina pathetic ap- 
peal he expressed the hope that his friends 
might beable to do something for him, but 
that all he needed was ammunition. 

Dr. Junker, the Kussian explorer, left Emin 
Bey on the ist of January, 1886,and after many 
dangers and adventures reached Europe. It 
was his account that called the attention of 
the worid tothe perilous position of Emin Bey, 
the results of which were the fitting out of the 
relief expedition with funds ($100,000) furnished 

y a Mr. McKinnon and other Scotchmen, 
Stanley being called to take charge of it. 
Stanley immediately abandoned his lecturing 
tour in this country, and ten days after 
arriving in England left for Zanzibar by 
way of the Suez Canal. Twenty days after 
arriving.in Zanzibar the relieflexpedition sailed 
in the steamer Madura, by way of the Cape of 
Good Hope, tothe mouth ofthe Congo. The 
expedition included sixty-one Soudanese, 
thirteen Somalis, 621 natives of Zanzibar, three 
interpreters and forty of Tippoo Tib’s follow- 
ers. The expedition was prepared for either 
peace or war, whichever might result. Stanley 
took with hima transportable steel boat nine 
meters long, two meters broad, with a draught 
of two-thirds of a meter, which can be 
separated into tweive parts, each bey ome | 
thirty-seven kilos, and therefore easily carrie 
by two men. The separate portions are fast- 
ened a, by means of screws, and made 
water-tight by India rubber bands. The 
boat can be used for rowing or sailing, can 
carry twenty-two men and 1,000 pounds of 
baggage. Only half an hour is needed to put 
the boat together. For the eventaality of war 
Stanley is provided with a modern automatic 
Maxim gun, a fearfully effective weapon. It 
rests upon a high tripod, which is easily taken 
apart and is provided with an armor 
Plate as a protection against hostile arrows 
and „ With this Stanley is able to fire 
eleven shots per minute and to keep up the 
racket indefinitely. However, he says he has

Arriving on the Congo Stanley dispatched 
couriers overland to the King of Uganda, in- 
forming him of the object of his expedition, 
and to Tippoo Tib,the great Arab slave-trader, 
at Stanley Pool. Arriving at the latter place 
to the surprise of the world, Stanley entered 
into arrangements with Tippo to accompany 
him as second incommand. The arrangement 
was pronounced by the London Times at the 
time as a masterstroke. Tippoo Tib, the Arab 
ivory and slave hunter, is at the present mo- 
ment the most powerful manin all Central 
Africa. In menand means his resources are 
said to be practically unlimited. His nts 
and his raiders are found in all directions 
from Nyangwe, or rather Kasonge, as his cen- 
ter.

July 20. The assumption that the news must 
be false is, however, at least premature. 
News travels with remarkable rapidity among 
savage peoples, and certainly there was ample 
time for a rumor of such importance to come 
down a swift river like the Congo, where nas 
agation is only occasionally interrupted in the 
interval from June 2 to July 20. Even if the 
date of Stanley’s arrival at the Aruwimi 
should be July 2, instead of June 2, the rumor 
could still have reached the coast, and from 
thence to the island of St. Thomas in eighteen 
days. Atany rate itis ominous that no news 
has been heard from Stanley himself since 
June 2, and the probabilities are, unfortu- 
nately, in favor of disaster.

EAST ST. LOUIS. 


The Funding Scheme Discussed—Assaulted 
and Robbed—Other News. 


The funding scheme meets with great favor 
among the merchants, and the small property 
owners are of course very anxious to see it 
consummated, as the payment of the city’s 
debt would amount almost to a confiscation of 
their property. Mayor Stephens has endeav- 
ored to secure the most favorable terms pos- 
sible from the bond and judgment hoiders 


but he says he found them very stiff, and the 
pro osition submitted by Mr. Saunders of 
pringfield, the largest holder of bonds, to 
accept 90 per cent on mandamus judgments 
and 80 per cent on unsued bonds, and take 
new bonds bearing 5 per cent interest and pay- 
able in twenty years, was given as an ultima- 
tum. The only objection urged against the 
funding of the debtis, that as the amount of 
the city’s indebtedness is not definitely known 
and cannot be ascertained because of the loss 
of the records, there would be a most favor- 
able opportunity for the authorities to issue 
new bonds in excess of the debt, if they were 
so inclined. This mistrust of the officials is 
not to be wondered at, as for years, as is well 
known, the affairs of the city\ have 
been managed loosely by the authorities. 
There is no reason for doubting the honesty ot 
the intentions ot those at present in control of 
municipal affairs, still there are some who 
would rather not have them put in the way of 
temptation. Mayor Stephens was asked dul 
morning if the exact amount of the debt coul 
rtained before the proposition to 
fund it was submitted to the 
people. He said it could not, but could be ap- 
op ange seer ty closely. Mr. Saunders had told 
Im that if the proposition which he had made 
roved acceptable to the people he could turn 
n $600,000 in bonds. Mr. Stephens said 
that the amount of the bonds on 
which judgments had been obtained, and 
of claims on which judgments had been 
rendered against the city, was known exactly. 
In the United States Court there were judg- 
ments standing against the city for $320,000 on 
bonds; in the Circuit, Court judgments aggre- 
gating $200,000 had been rendered, and inthe 
City Court the judgments amounted to $60,000, 
in all, $580,000. The amount of bonds aficat, 
for which judgments had not been obtained, 
and other judgments not known, would, he 
— swell the total indebtedness to $800, -

Adjt.-Gen. Jamison Orders the Colored Mi. 
litia Companies to Disband—They Object. 


There was some trouble under the roof of 
the Four Courts. The Attuck and Sumner 
Guards, companies of colored soldiers, have 
their Armory there, and for years have drilled 
there. The first of the month Col. Bull, In- 
spector-General transmitted to Capt. W. I. 
Brezey of the Attuck Guards and to Capt. Jas. 
G. Wharton of the Sumner Guards the follow- 
ing order: 


[Special Order No. B.] 
CITY OF JEFFERSON, 
July 28, 1887. 

I. The companies of the National Guard of 
Missouri, in St. Louis, known as the Attuck 
Guards and Sumner Guards, are hereby dis- 
banded, to take effect Thursday, August ll, 


II. The commanding officers of the above- 
named companies will at once turn over to 
Col. Wm. Bull, Inspector-General, the ord- 
nance and ordnance stores belonging to the 
State in the possession of the said qompanies. 

III. Col. Bu l willreceive the ordfiance and 
ordnance stores from the officers of said com- 
panies and give proper receipts for the same 
on behalf of the State, and forward to this of- 
fice a careful inventory of the same. 

By order of the Commander-in-Chief. 

J.C. JAMISON, Adjutant-General. 

Col. Bull informed the officers that he would 
be at the Four Courts on August ö at8 o'clock 
Pp. H. to receive all the State property in 
the possession of the companies. hey called 
upon him this morning and asked that he 
postpone the inventory until they could se- 


cure from the Adjutant-General bis 
reasons for so summarily thragting 
them from the service of the 
State. They were informed that Col. Bull had 


been told members of the companies had been 
guilty of disorderly conduct in their armory, 
and had deported themselves in a manner un- 
becoming soldiers. This information he trans- 
mitted to the Adjutant-General and the order 
of disbandment was the result. The Inspect- 


or-General promised to write Adjt.-Gen. 
Jamison and ask that the charges 
be  ipvestigated. When the matter 


was brought to the attention of prominent 
citizens they interested themselves in secur- 
ing a stay of proceedings. Wm Hyde; 
Postmaster, telegraphed Gen. Jamison 
expressing the opinion that his action 
was Il advised.

There never wasa plainer case of 
trustees managing a trust soas to make 
it enormously yaluable to themselves and 
utterly valueless to everybody else. 
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THE UNITED STATES COURT AND MAXWELL. 

The ground on which Justice MILLER of 
the United States Supreme Court has al- 
lowed a writof error in the Maxwell“ 
case is as yet unknown and lawyers are 
curious tg know what itis. A prima facie 
showing of probable cause for interfer- 
ence by the United States Supreme Court 
to prevent an execution in violation of 
the Constitution of the United States or 
in violation of a treaty with a foreign 
power is sufficient. But when the Su- 
preme Court takes up the case the error 
must be affirmatively shown in the shape 
of a denial to the prisoner of some right 
guaranteed by treaty or by the supreme 
law of the land. 

Lawyers cannot find in the history of 
this case any ground for alleging an at- 
tempt to enforce an ex post facto law, or to 
exercise any power forbidden to the State 
by the United States Constitution, or to 
withhold any rights guaranteed thereby. 
The Fifth and Sixth amendments relat- 
ing to criminal trials apply only to crim- 
inal trials in United States courts. The 
allegations that the same rights therein 
affirmed are guaranteed by the State Con- 
stitution and have been violated in the 
trial would raise a question on which the 
State Supreme Court’s decision would be 
nal, as affecting a question of State law 
only. 

As the only ground for a review of this 
trial by the United States. Judiciary must 
be an alleged conflict with the supreme 
law, the supposition is that 4 prima facie 
case of possible conflict has been made up 
out of some treaty provision and the fact 
that the accused is an extradited British 
subject. Perhaps the allegation was that 
the immunities due to an extradited per- 
son were not fully respected in this trial, 
or that the means used to make the ac- 
cused testify against himself were a viola- 
tion of privileges guaranteed to him asa 
British subject by the plighted faith of 
the United States. Even if the allega- 
tion shall not be sustained on final invest- 
igation itmay have been very easy to 
show sufficient ground for an investiga- 
tion. 
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THE FLOOD OF INVITATIONS. 

Since it became well established that 
the President intended making a Western 
tour in the fall he has been flooded with 
curious and picturesque invitations from 
big and little towns along his proposed 
route. The people all want to see him 
and shake his hand, and he must be 
highly gratified at such cumulative evi- 
dence of good will on the part of the citi- 
zens whose suffrages elected him to the 
highest office in the land. Among the 
most unique of these effusive invitations 
is the one sent by the citizens of Knox- 
ville, Tenn., which says: 

We respectfully ask that you do not pass 
by our beautifuland growing metropolis, sit- 
uated in the shadows of the great Cumberland 
as well as the Allegheny mountain ranges, and 
central to the beautiful valleys and rugged 
peaks of our own East Tennessee, to South- 
western Virginia, Eastern Kentucky and West- 
ern North Carolina, a country filled with a 
people who will delight to meet you here by 
thousands and show their respect to vou and 
your exalted position. 

Perhaps the only specimen of polite lit- 
erature that can match this vivid geo- 
graphical invitation is a notice, written 
by JOHN Pn, of the death of an un- 
fortunate gentleman who accidentally 
shot himself onthe banks of the Pecos 
River, which closes somewhat in this 
fashion: 

„He was shot with an old-fashioned, 
**brass-mounted, Colt’s army pistol, with 
no stopper for the cock to rest on, and 
‘fof such is the kingdom of Heaven.” 

The people of Slab Town, III., are said 
to be preparing an elaborate invitation, 
which will be carried to Washington by 
a committee of one man, who is com- 
pelled to beinthat city before the 15th 
inst. It will contain this paragraph: 

If you will stop over an hour with us 
on your way to St. Louis, the boys will 
have a lively old-fashioned gander-pull- 
“ing for your benefit. Slab Town is situated 
“on Flat Creek, half a mile above the ford 
Where TIM PERKINS’ two mules were 
“drowned last fall. The town has a store, 
„a well, a blacksmith’s shop, a horse-rack 
“and a flock of goats; and is the probable 
“terminus ofa projected narrow-gauge 
„road.“ 

It is manifest that Mr. CLEVELAND is 
learning a great deal about invitations. 
It he has heretofore neglected this grace- 
ful feature ofa practical education „ the 
resulting gap in his store of knowledge 
will soon be filled up.

New Tonk, August 5.—The WORLD says: 
lt became evident last fall that the Presi- 
dent’s ‘executive order’ againstthe activity of 
omce-holders in politics was dead as Mr. 
Hayes’ famous ‘order No. 1’ on Same sub- 
ject. Two District Attorneys were suspended 
for exercising the right of free public speech, 
and one of them, the Democrat, was after- 
wards reinstated. But hundreds of Federal 
officials ‘run’ the caucuses and conventions 
and do active work in the elections without 
punishment or rebuke. Alluding to this fact 
and to the more recent Baltimore cases in 
which the order was ‘ostentatiously and fla- 
grantly defied,’ Mr. Curtis says: ‘Should this 
defiance pass unremarked the circular may 
be regarded as withdrawn.’ It hasbeen in a 
state of ‘innocuous desuetude’ever since it was 
issued.“

IT KILLED AIX. 


Dill Dies While Under the In- 
fluence of Ether. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DiIsPaTcn. 

PHILADELPHIA, August 5.—Melville Reese 
Dill, brother of United States Marshal 
Dill, and a wealthy lumberman of Meyers- 
dale, Pa., died Wednesday at a hotel in the 
city while under the influence of ether and 
undergoing an operation for hemorrhoids by 
Drs. Agnew and White. Mr. Dill is about 40 
years old, and leaves a widow and two chil- 


dren. The physicians say that this it the first 
instance in the practice of either of them, of a 


patient dying from the effects of ether 
administered as an anzsthetic. Mr. 
Dull Was examined tor ptoms 
of organic troubles that would make 
etherization dangerous and none were 
found. Dr. White administered the 
etherina towel, rolled funnel-shaped. The 


quantity given was not large, anmwsthesia be- 
ing produced in twelve minutes. Dr. Agnew 
had partly finished his operations when the 
patient ceased breathing, and all efforts to 
restore respiration failed. The heart con- 
tinued to beat for forty-five minutes. Mar- 
shal Dill, who was waiting in the office of the 
hotel for the result of the operation, was sum 
moned while the physicians were endeavoring 
to restore the patient. Dr. W gave a cer- 
tificate of death ‘‘from the cts of ether.’’

A MYSTERIOUS DEATH, 


The Coroner Investigating the Alleged Su 
cide of James Karnes, 5 


The Coroner is investigating a death of, 
rather mysterious character. Last Decembe 
James Barnes, an Irishman, who claimed » 
have returned from mining in the West, wen 
to board at the Edna House, a saloon ant 
boarding-house at 315 South Fourteenth street, 
He never left his room and never received nor 
wrote any letters. So far as known d 


had no relatives or friends, and appeared 
to have no desire to form acquaintances. 
When his board was due he paid it 
promptly, but he lived so much within him- 
self that his life was a mystery to the people 
around the boarding-house. Wednesday 
evening at 6:30 o’clock he was found dead in 
bed in his room and as a bottle partly filled 
with strychnine was found in his room. The 
natural conclusion was that he had polsoned 
himself. Mr. Buie, the proprietor of the 
place, says he saw Barnes a couple of hours 
previous and the man appeared very despond- 
ent. The body was taken to the 
Morgue, but when Coroner’s Clerk Ryan 
called at the house yesterday afternoon 
to get the witnesses in the case he found the 
bed in which the man bad died as smooth and 
unruffied as could be, although it was stated 
that it had not been touched since. Barnes’ 
face wore a most calm and peaceful expres- 
sion and his body was stretched out in a nat. 
ural position. e clothes he had on were 
scrupulously clean. All these things were 
gontrary to the theory of strychnine po\son- 
ing, as that drug causes the most excruciating 
— and causes the sufferer to draw nis 

his face to display signs 
and also produces most 
violen vomiting. The body would 
naturally be doubled up and the face dis- 
torted. The bed and clothes are generally 
much mussed, and also dirtied 1 vomiting. 
As all these symptoms were lacking it was 
deemed advisable to hold a post-mortem ex. 
amination on the body to ascertain the cause 
ot death. It may be merely a natural death, 
but the Coroner’s office people question it 
aoe 0. one of strychnine poisoning, on ac- 
count of the absence of the usual surround- 
ngs of such a death. Mr. Buie took charge of 
the clothing and 1 of the man, and 778 
which was fouud on him.

A BIG JEWELRY HAUL. 


/ 
Bob Pinkerton Runs Down the Perpetra- 
tor of an Extensive Burglary. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPaTcH. 

New Tonk, August 5.—On Sunday morning, 
July 17, the night watchman who looks after 
the jewelry store of 8. W. Fairchild, Bridge- 
port, Conn., discovered that it had been 
broken into by burglars. Word was sent at 
once to Chief-of-Police Marsh and to Mr. Fair- 
child, who found that his safe had been broken 
open and robbed of over $10,000 worth of jew- 
elry. Mr. Fairchild told Chief Marsh that he 


was a member of the Jewelers’ Secret Alliance, 
and the news of the burglary was telegraphed 
the Chairman in New York. Mr. Bow- 
man, the Chairman, notified the 
Pinkerton Detective Agency, and four de- 
tectives were sent toB y eye to investigate, 
while the police all over the pt eer | were no- 
tified. The investigation showed that the 
burglars had entered the store through the 
rear door of asaloon, adjoining, and thence 
into the cellar under the store. The safe 
stood in plain view of the street windows, but 
the burglars overcame this difficulty by hang- 
ing a screen of black silesia over the window. 
A powerful blow had been struck on the safe 
door, the forceof which raised the edge of the 
outer iron plate far enough to insert a jimmy. 
The plate was then pried off, the fireproof 
filling dug out, the locks smashed and the 
bolt slid back. The operation had possibly 
occupied twenty minutes’ time. The silesia, 
it was ascertained, had been purchased the 
evening previous by the burglars at a dry 
goods store. Thesledge hammer was stolen 
at a blacksmith’s shop. 
RUNNING DOWN THE THIEVES. 

Shortly before the burglary was committed, 
a stranger entered the salodn adjoining the 
store and asked fora drink of brandy, saying 
that he was sick. The bartender described 
the man as tall, and his description tallied 
with that of a stranger who had bought the 
silesia at the d goods etore. Fairchild’s 
place was under the protection of the local 
police and a night watchman as well, and all 
ordinary precautions were taken. When all 
the facts were laid before Robert Pinkerton in 
New York, he atone decided that three men 
had been concerned in the job and that the 
leader was Geo. Feyth, a notorious 
cracksman who had recently returned from 
Europe. Search was madefor Feyth andina 
short time he was found in a Bowery saloon. 
He was watched closely and it was discovered 
that he was in the habit of making daily visits 
to various retail jewelry stores and smelting 
works. It was also found that he was livin 
in Jersey City. A requisition was secured an 
yesterday Foyth was arrested by the Jersey 
City police. He was returning from New York. 
Feyth’s room was searched anda complete 
outfit of burgiar’s tools was found in his 
ruom. None of the missing jewelry 
from Fairchild’s store has been found, 
but Pinkerton is positive he has got the 
right. man. This 18 the first 
burglary that has been committed on the store 
of any member of the Jewelers’ Secret Security 
Alliance during the five years of its existence, 
and with the exception of Mr. Fairchild, per- 
haps, they are very proud of the showing. 
The burglar’s outit captured includes jim- 
mies, wedges, lock-picks, sledges, saws, 
braces, bits of all kinds, over 500 keys of 
various shapes, and books — cipher 
entries. Mrs. Feyth had expensive diamond 
jewelry which she claimed as her own, but it 
willbe held to await identification by Mr. 
Fairchild.

BOUNCED. 


W. Percy Tilghman Relieved of His Duties 
as Consular Clerk at Berlin. 


By Telegraph to the POsST-DISPATCH. 
WasuineTon, D. C., August 5.—W. Percy 
Tilghman, late consular clerk at Berlin, was 
dismissed from the service of the Govern- 
ment on the lstinst. Mr. Tilghman is a na- 
tive of Maryland. He was appointed clerk 
abputa year and a half ago. ‘‘The reason 
for Mr. Tilghman’s dismiseal,’’ said a State 
Department official yesterday, ‘‘is that he 


was not found to be the kind of a 
man the department cares to con- 
tinue inthe service. At the time ofthe pub- 


lication of the charges against him he cabled 
to the department tor permission to return to 
answer his accusers. Permission, of course, 
was granted. He has been here now six 
weeks and he was dismissed principally be- 
cause his explanation was not satisfactory. 
Complaints kept coming in from merchants 
in Berlin charging him with having swindled 
them. That is one thing the State Department 
will not stand, and, without investigating 
thoroughly all the charges made, we were 
convinced thatenough of them were true to 
warrant his dismissal. Tilghman was well 
recommended and he passed a creditable ex- 
amination. The consular clerks receive $1,000 
a year for the first five years, and then $1,200. 
This branch of the service is intended asa 
training school to educate young men for the 
foreign diplomatic places.“
